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We reveal 
top 10 spots 
for violent 
crime across 
our county

THE county’s most violent areas can be 
revealed today after statistics painted a 
fascinating picture of Kent’s crime hot¬ 
spots. 

The figures - revealed in a Freedom of 
Information request - shine a light on 
the wards recording the highest number 
of violent crimes, which include com¬ 
mon assaults, grievous bodily harm and 
sexual offences. 

Unsurprisingly, the most troubled ar¬ 
eas are those in major town centres. 

Top of the tree is Maidstone’s High 
Street ward with 1,485 violent crimes 
between April 2010 and September 
2012 - an average of 1.6 per day. 

It, like many places on the list, sees 
figures spike as a result of the night¬ 
time economy and problems as people 
spill out of pubs and clubs. 


Second on the list was Medway’s Riv¬ 
er Ward with 1,402 reports of violent 
crime. Again, the ward covers the busy 
Chatham town centre. 

Third was Thanet’s Cliftonville West. 

While the figures may seem alarm¬ 
ing, community chiefs and police offic¬ 
ers say they are all committed to bring¬ 
ing the numbers down. 

When shown the figures, Police 
and Crime Commissioner Ann Barnes 
stressed the county was a safe place to 
live and that the rate of violent crimes is 
lower than the national average. 

But she said she would be speaking to 
the Chief Constable to ensure the wards 
at the top of the league table were sub¬ 
ject to a higher police presence. 

Denise Joy is Liberal Democrat coun¬ 
cillor for Maidstone’s High Street ward. 

She says the community is working 
hard to bring the figures down further

after a steady decline in the last two 
years. 

She said: “The better visibility of Kent 
Police has helped reduce violent crime, 
gun and knife crime, serious sexual vio¬ 
lence and domestic abuse. And for the 
night-time economy, there has been a 
greater police presence in areas where 
main pubs and clubs are located. 

“Another factor is that our ward is 
one of the most deprived wards in the 
country, not merely in the south east, 
and as such carries more of the evils 
that come with deprivation. This some¬ 
times gets forgotten in the general afflu¬ 
ence of the borough.” 

Craig Mackinlay was the Conserva¬ 
tive candidate in last year’s bid to be¬ 
come PCC. He serves as a councillor for 
River ward, on Medway Council, which 
incorporates Chatham town centre. 

He was unsurprised the area was sec¬ 
ond in the league table. He explained: 
“We do have this entrenched drinking 
and drug taking problem in the middle 
of River ward. You can see the street 
drinking problem on a daily basis. 

“It is a worry.”

the ward saw 1,020 violent crimes in Leader of Thanet council, Clive Hart, 
the 913-day period. Margate Central, represents the ward for Labour, 

with 954, was fourth. He said: “In Cliftonville West and 


Margate Central we have a task force 
where teams work together to police 
matters of anti-social behaviour and so¬ 
cial problems. 

“There’s no doubt we have huge 
problems in Cliftonville West and Mar¬ 
gate Central. 

“I don’t want to forgive people or give 
them an excuse for how they behave 
but outside pressures affect people in 
densely populated areas. If there are fi¬ 
nancial pressures on people already fac¬ 
ing benefit cuts, tempers can fray. 

“We will be looking at it carefully and 
seeing what we can do about it. ” 

Folkestone’s Harvey Central was fifth 
with 948. 

PCC Ann Barnes told KoS: “Kent is 
not a violent place to live and as a coun¬ 
ty we are below the national average. 
Most of the wards mentioned are in 
town centres that often suffer from 
night-time related incidents. 

“I know Kent Police takes a relentless 
stance against anyone who commits a 
violent act. 

“I’m always out and about talking to 
the public and violent crime is not an is¬ 
sue that has been raised. 

“That said, I will not be complacent 
and will be speaking to the Chief Con¬ 
stable to seek reassurance on the polic¬ 
ing in those particular wards.”

Comedian sets out to 
inspire us with a sense 
of civic responsibility

WRITER and presenter Griff Rhys Jones came to 
town this week to highlight the work of the na¬ 
tion’s civic societies and encourage more people 
to get involved with protecting the best of their 
villages, towns and cities. 

The comedian-turned-urban champion spent 
four days in the county on a whistle-stop tour 
that took in Canterbury, Ramsgate, Faversham 
and Rochester. 

Mr Jones, who is president of Civic Voice - the 
national charity for the civic movement in Eng¬ 
land - got things under way on Wednesday with 
a speech to help launch A Residents’ Vision For 
Canterbury, a document produced by volunteers 
as an alternative way forward for a city whose 
local authority has just revealed proposals for 
thousands of new houses in the district. 

The following day he visited Ramsgate’s 
Ellington Park, a rundown place now the subject 
of a Heritage Lottery regeneration bid, and the 
site of the former Ramsgate Motor Museum, 
where Project Motorhouse aims to bring back 
the now-dilapidated building to community use. 

Mr Jones told KoS: “I make these little tours 
when lean. 

“I’ve already been to the Sheffield area, York¬ 
shire, Nottinghamshire... eventually I hope to 
cover the whole country. 

“I’m anxious to get over the message that we 
want more people to join us.” 


Mr Jones is best known as part of the hit TV 
comedy Not the Nine O’clock News - starring 
alongside Rowan Atkinson, Mel Smith and 
Pamela Stephenson in the multi-award-win¬ 
ning sketch show. 

He went on to enjoy more success in Alas 
Smith and Jones with Mel Smith, before mak¬ 
ing a fortune through his stake in production 
company Hat Trick. More recently, he has 
starred alongside Dara O’Briain and Rory 
McGrath in the BBC’s Three Men in a Boat 
adventures as well as presenting Restora¬ 
tion, which showcased his passion for the 
nation’s forgotten architectual gems. 

He added: “I became involved with the 
Civic Trust four or five years ago and was 
asked to be its president.” 

Sadly, within a year, it had “over-reached 
itself and went bust”. 

That, however, was not the end of the 
story and in place of the trust came Civic 
Voice, which today has 75,000 members 
and represents 300 civic societies across the 
country. 

Mr Jones added: “The civic societies do the 
work of looking after the heritage and built land¬ 
scape of Britain. What most people don’t realise 
is the amount of work they do keeping an eye on 
planning - if they didn’t, you’d be surprised by 
the way many planning applications went 
through unopposed.”

Swans found shot dead 

A POLICE investigation is under way after two 
dead swans were found in woods near Wrotham 
- both of them shot through the neck. 

They were found dumped in woodland off Ter- 
rys Lodge Road last Saturday. 

PC Daphne Allen said: “The death of these 
swans was no accident. They have been 
deliberately shot through the neck and dumped. 

"They may have been shot locally, or they 
may have been hunted in the wild and then their 
bodies driven to the location and left there."

Competition heats up as interest 
in the future of K College grows 


MORE than 50 organisations have expressed in¬ 
terest in taking over parts of K College - with its 
future set to be decided over the coming weeks. 

The cash-strapped college-which has 
campuses in Tonbridge, Tunbridge Wells, 
Ashford, Folkestone and Dover - is to be broken 
up after it ran up debts 
of £16 million last year. 

It blamed debts 
inherited from its 
creation through the 
merger of West Kent 
and South Kent colleges 
in 2010. 

Now a prospectus has 
been launched by the 
Skills Funding Agency, 

Education Funding 
Agency and the Higher Education Funding 
Council. This will spark the first competition of 
its kind in the UK to win the contract to pick up 
the right to manage the college going forward. 

It has been proposed the establishment is 
split into two - one division containing Dover and 
Folkestone, the other the 'in-land' campuses. 

It means K College will continue in its current 
form until July 2014 before it is taken over. 

Currently, it caters for some 15,000 full and 
part-time students across Kent - making it one 
of the most significant providers of further 
education in the county. 



K College interim principal, Phil Frier, who 
took over in the new year, said: "There is a lot of 
interest from other colleges, training providers 
and universities in bidding for the work currently 
operating across all five towns. 

"It is particularly good news for current and 
future learners, as it 
guarantees that further 
and higher education 
currently served by 
campuses in Ashford, 
Dover, Folkestone, 
Tonbridge and Tun¬ 
bridge Wells will 
continue to be provided. 

"This year, young 
people have more 
educational options 
available to them than ever before, because for 
the first time, they will have to stay in education 
until they are 18. 

"That doesn't mean they have to stay in 
school. There are many different opportunities 
to learn new subjects and skills and K College 
continues to provide students with a full range 
of skills, training and qualifications. 

"Success rates increased again last year by 
nearly five per cent." 

K College guarantees every student starting a 
course this September will be supported 
through to completion.

How do we bridge the gender gap 


special KoS Report Recent local elections have highlighted the disparity 

WHEN Paul Carter, leader of Kent County Coun¬ 
cil, unveiled his new-look cabinet earlier this 
month, the 10-strong team to lead the county 
included just one woman. 

On Wednesday night, Medway Council also 
reshuffled its cabinet - and there were just two 
roles, out of the nine, for women. 

In the chambers of both authorities, women 
are hopelessly outnumbered. 

So why the disparity? Why, in this modern 
era, more than 30 years after Margaret Thatcher 
became the first British prime minister, in a 
county where the latest population figures 
suggest women outnumber men, are women so 
poorly represented in the corridors of power? 

Political insiders have predicted it will take a 
major shift in our inherent culture to see the 
number of female politicians rival that of males. 

One academic told KoS it will take 100 years, 
if not more, to see a 50/50 split in Westminister 
- let alone on a local level. 

It was also argued that political role models 
such as the late Margaret Thatcher and current 
home secretary Theresa May, were unlikely to 
make much difference to female numbers due 
to the “ingrained culture” of a male-dominated 
political world. 

The issue is nothing new, and something

Jenny Whittle is the only woman on the KCC 
cabinet, holding the portfolio for specialist chil¬ 
dren’s services. 

She told KoS the small number of women 
elected onto KCC (see box opposite) should send 
a stark message out to all political parties. 

“It’s a wake-up call and a serious question for 
Paul Carter that just one in five members are 
women on Kent County Council, ” she said. 

Mr Carter, however, said much of the problem 
was encouraging women to come forward in the 
first place - although he stressed things are 
better than they were 10-15 years ago. 

“The more women we have [on KCC] the better. 
It’s absolutely important to have a balance - we’re 
all different. We need people who know what it’s 
like to be a mother in Kent, or someone who 
knows what it’s like to be a dad in Kent,” he said. 

“A lot of women fear being sucked into some¬ 
thing they can’t cope with; managing a family, a 
job and being a county councillor. But there’s a 
pretty flexible approach here to allow for this.” 

Cllr Whittle, however, admitted that juggling 
a family with her work at County Hall was some¬ 
times a struggle. 

“I think this may be why some women are put 
off, and I also think some women are put off by 
adversarial politics, but the parties do work well 
together at KCC,” she said. 

“From a personal perspective, I think it’s hard 
to balance running a household and a family 
as well as dealing with county politics - it’s a 
24/7 job. 

“I love doing it, but it’s a struggle sometimes. 
“I can’t have a job as well -1 thought I would 
be able to work and be on KCC too, but I have a 
daughter, I’m married, there’s a lot to do.” 

Cllr Carter stressed that to encourage women 
to come forward, more needed to be done to raise 
the profile of the role of a councillor and how 
they help communities. 

“I do believe some of the negative reporting by 
the press [about councils] doesn’t help. 

“In truth it is a very rewarding position,” he 
explained. 

Asked why there was just one women on his 
cabinet, he said: “The best people for the jobs get 
them, that’s how it works.”

women in politics: The numbers may 
appear low but in Parliament the trend 
is encouraging. 

Between the end of the war in 1945 and 1983 
there were typically around 25 women MPs in 
Parliament, less than four per cent. 

Since that time numbers started to increase 
and have done so at every general election. 

Now there are 146 which is 22 per cent and at 
the last election, in my own party, female MPs 
increased from 17 to 49, an increase of almost 
200 per cent. 

I believe the pump is well and truly primed - 
but candidates still need to be selected before 
they can be elected and this critical task 
remains the remit of each local association. It is 
vital, therefore, that associations are presented 
with a diverse range of options one way or 
another.

Parliament: The House of Commons 
debating chamber is a very tough environment 
but I would say that it is not a ‘male’ thing. 
Everyone there is immensely sharp and capable. 
You need to know your stuff and keep your wits 
about you.

tive politics at the University of Kent, doesn’t think 
‘power equality’ will happen any time soon. 

“To get to that 50 per cent level from 20 per 
cent is going to take decades - perhaps 100 years 
or so,” he said. 

“There’s an ingrained attitude and it’s very 
difficult to change this in a system which is up 
and running. 

“Parties are used to selecting male candidates 
and it’s difficult to encourage them to choose 
women. Some parties almost have to force con¬ 
stituencies to find female candidates. 

“They have realised how difficult it is to change 
this. If you have a male MP and they want to 
continue to stand, it’s very difficult to replace 
them with a female candidate. 

“When seats do become open, it’s always go¬ 
ing to be difficult if the parties are selecting men 
[to stand]. Parties need to be persuaded to choose 
more female candidates.” 

Cllr Whittle, who said she had been welcomed 
with open arms onto the cabinet and has faced 
no sexism since been elected in 2009, said par¬ 
ties needed to look at different ways of reaching 
out to people to get more women, as well as 
candidates who are of working age. 

“We shouldn’t just go to the traditional asso¬ 
ciations; instead, go through Mumsnet, put ad¬ 
verts in the local press,” she said. 

“Get a wider field of candidates; not just wom¬ 
en, but people of working age, different types of 
people, not just those who have retired. 

“We need to look at how to reach out to candi¬ 
dates. We don’t just want ‘yes’ men - we want 
someone who challenges.” 

Dr Seyd admitted there was no clear reason 
why, despite women becoming equal to men in 
most other walks of life, they were making slow¬ 
er progress in politics. 

He said: “It may well be there are more high-fly¬ 
ing males who have had successful careers putting 
themselves forward. That’s changing and we’re 
seeing more women in the same position. 

“But I suspect if you look at the number of 
women coming forward, they are just not getting 
selected. 

“There’s a blockage in the system. I think the 


real answer is we really don’t know why.” 

He stressed that the proportion of female poli¬ 
ticians has increased over the years, which was 
a positive step forward. 

“Labour has introduced a woman-only selec¬ 
tion process and David Cameron has tried to do 
the same for the Tories,” he said. 

“On a local level it’s less high profile and so the 
parties may not make it so important, therefore I 
suspect there are less female politicians locally.” 

Despite high status female politicians such as 
the late Baroness Thatcher and home secretary 
Theresa May, Dr Seyd said this was unlikely to 
encourage more women to take up politics. 

“You can’t rely on role models to work,” he 
said. 

Campaign group Counting Women In, which 
is pushing to get more women into politics, says 
solving the problem of the lack of women will 
not be easy. 

“We need to make the UK’s political culture 
work for, not against, women,” the group said. 

“We need to change the culture of Parliament. 
The House of Commons routinely sits until 10pm 
at night; there is no consistent agreed parental 
leave policy for MPs and little in the way of child 
support for members. 

“Political parties must do more to encourage 
women. Very few people break into politics with¬ 
out the support of a political party, but all too 
often women considering standing as a candi¬ 
date come up against old-fashioned and sexist 
attitudes about the role of women in public life. 

“The media needs to change tack. Women in 
politics can find themselves subject to the kind 
of media attention men in public life rarely expe¬ 
rience - with their actual views and voting 
records given scant attention in comparison to 
their appearance.” 

The group stressed it was also down to women 
to get involved to help bring the number up to 
50/50 - or we face another century of male- 
dominated politics.

CANTERBURY Cathedral chiefs have strenu¬ 
ously denied claims the historic building may be 
forced to close after it lost out on a bid to land a 
multi-million pound lottery grant. 

They say despite the blow of losing out on the 
£10.6 million request to the Heritage Lottery 
Fund to help pay for essential structural repairs, 
they will not be closing the cathedral’s doors. 

There had been claims some parts of the ca¬ 
thedral were crumbling to the extent it posed a 
risk to visitors. 

Spokesman Chris Robinson said it will stay 
open to the public despite two-thirds of the 
historic building being in urgent need of repair, 
including the main gatehouse and entrance. 

He said: “The Germans didn’t force us to close 
Canterbury Cathedral during World War Two 
so there’s no chance it will be closed to visitors 
because we need to carry out some urgent re¬ 
pairs. The reports were greatly exaggerated. 

“We are in the process of looking at our bid 
and obtaining feedback as to why it was not 
successful.” 

The cathedral’s dean, Robert Willis, said it was 
possible to submit another request in November. 

He added: “We remain committed to restoring 
the cathedral and to offering our many pilgrims 
and visitors a warm and rewarding experience.” 


Each year, more than a million people visit 
Canterbury Cathedral, which receives no sup¬ 
port from the Church of England. 

Instead it is dependent on the generosity of 
individuals, trusts and foundations. 


Katie Owen of the Heritage Lottery Fund said: 
“Of course it’s disappointing. We’ve funded 
many cathedrals over the years - including Dur¬ 
ham and Exeter - but unfortunately we simply 
do not have enough money. ”

Remembering heroes 
of the Dambuster raids

IT was 70 years ago this week that a key blow 
was struck at Germany’s very heart; the origins 
of which are closely tied to our county. 

It was on May 16-17, 1943, that daring at¬ 
tacks - later known as the Dambuster raids and 
immortalised in a major movie - saw the Lancas¬ 
ter bombers of 617 Squadron drop so-called 
‘bouncing bombs’ which evaded enemy defences 
and destroyed two key dams, and damaged an¬ 
other, in Germany’s industrial heartland. 

Designed by inventor Sir Barnes Wallis, the 
bombs caused catastrophic damage to the Mohne 
and Eder dams and damage to a third, the Sorpe. 

German factories, railways, towns and villages 
were flooded across the Ruhr Valley in one of the 
most famous military actions of all time. 

Squadron Leader David Maltby, from Wick- 
hambreaux, near Canterbury, was the pilot of 
aircraft call sign “J-Johnny” - the fifth Lancaster 
to drop a bomb on the giant Mohne Dam and the 
one which caused its final breach. 

He was part of the first wave of aircraft to at¬ 
tack the dam. 

For his part in the raid - codenamed Operation 
Chastise - Sqdn Ldr Maltby was awarded a DSO. 

But tragically the pilot was killed a few months 
later during Operation Garlic, a failed attempt at 
a low-level raid on the Dortmund-Ems Canal. 


His aircraft crashed into the North Sea while 
returning to base after the mission was cancelled 
due to fog. His body was recovered and he was 
buried in St Andrew’s Church, Wickhambreaux 
- the scene of his marriage to Georgina ‘Nina’ 
Goodson, just months earlier. 

“He used to fly over the house and waggle the 
wings of his aircraft to say hello, ” said his nephew, 
Charles Foster, who has written a book about his 
distinguished relative called Breaking the Dams. 

One of the brave pilots in the raid perished on 
that fateful night. 

Herne Bay museum has an exhibit dedicated 
to Pilot Officer Warner ‘Bill’ Ottley, from the 
town, who was shot down in the early hours of 
May 17 as he approached a target. 

The level of detail to make the bombs work 
had meant earlier exhaustive testing, some 
which took place off the coast at Reculver. 

Andrew Dennis, RAF Museum historian, said: 
“Testing was conducted in Dorset, but due to 
lower water levels caused by spring tides other 
coastal venues were sought. Reculver was se¬ 
lected due to its wide flat beach and the proximi¬ 
ty to an airfield, RAF Manston.” 

One of the prototype bombs is currently on dis¬ 
play in Herne Bay’s museum.

Coup for gallery as Queen loans her 
Da Vinci sketches for new exhibition

DRAWINGS from one of the most famous names 
in the world of art and design will appear by the 
seaside this summer as the Turner Contempo¬ 
rary exhibits pieces by Leonardo da Vinci. 

The influential Italian artist, sculptor and ar¬ 
chitect is best known for the world-famous paint¬ 
ing the Mona Lisa, as well his design work which 
included primitive sketches of helicopters and 
tanks, centuries before they were developed. 

Now, in what will be seen as a coup for the 
Margate gallery, three examples of da Vinci’s sci¬ 
entific drawings will be go on show. 

They are on loan from the Queen’s Royal 


Collection and had recently formed part of an 
exhibition on display at Buckingham Palace. 

The trio of works will make up part of the 
Hayward Touring exhibition’s Curiosity: Art 
and the Pleasures of Knowing which will be at 
the gallery from May 25 until September 15. 

Martin Clayton, senior curator at the Royal 
Collection Trust, said: “The three Leonardo 
drawings the Queen is lending to Turner Con¬ 
temporary are among the most fascinating 
works in the whole Royal Collection. 

“It is one of the aims of Royal Collection Trust 
to bring such works to the widest possible audi¬ 
ence, and we are delighted the people of Kent 
will be able to experience Leonardo’s inventive¬ 
ness at first hand.” 


The pieces show astronomical and geometri¬ 
cal studies by the renaissance artist, dating from 
the late 15th and early 16th centuries. 

Director of Turner Contemporary, Victoria 
Pomery, added: “This exhibition gives visitors a 
rare opportunity to view the work of Leonardo 
da Vinci in Margate as well as experience a 
wealth of wonderful artefacts and artworks.” 

The exhibition will include historic pieces such 
as Albrecht Diirer’s Rhinoceros, Robert Hooke’s 
Micrographia with its detailed illustration of a 
flea as well as beautiful bird studies by the gal¬ 
lery’s namesake JMW Turner. There is also a 
penguin collected from one of Ernest Shackle- 
ton’s Antarctic expeditions loaned from the 
Powell-Cotton Museum in Birchington-on-Sea.

EMBATTLED children’s services chief Les Wicks, 
who has been at the centre of controversy over 
ongoing problems with education in Medway, 
has lost his place on the cabinet. 

It follows calls for his resignation following a 
catalogue of scandals including Medway’s poor 
primary exam results, significant overspends on 
both Woodlands and Walderslade schools and a 
high-profile blunder over Medway Test exams. 

He also came in for fierce criticism in February 
after a damning Ofsted report which found child 
protection services at Medway, for which he was 
responsible, inadequate - the lowest possible rat¬ 
ing. Inspectors found that some vulnerable chil¬ 
dren in Medway were not getting adequate pro¬ 
tection. 

Cllr Wicks apologised, but critics called for 
him to resign, stating it was yet another in a long 
line of problems in the department he oversaw. 

In the council’s annual meeting on Wednes¬ 
day night, leader of Medway Council, Rodney 
Chambers, announced a cabinet re-shuffle with 
Cllr Wicks, Conservative member for Rainham 
South, losing his place. 

David Wildey, previously in charge of chil¬ 
dren’s social care, was also shown the door. 

Both men have seen their roles combined. 
Mike O’Brien will now oversee a revamped chil¬ 
dren’s services. Kelly Tolhurst assumes the new-

ly created role of educational improvement. 

Cllr Wicks refused to comment when we con¬ 
tacted him. 

Except for a public apology following the 
damning Ofsted report earlier this year, Cllr 
Wicks has continuously refused to comment or 
return our calls when contacted over problems 
during his time in office. 

Education consultant Peter Read, of Kent In¬ 


dependent Education Advice, said for years Cllr 
Wicks has blamed everybody else for the failure 
of Medway schools to deliver an adequate serv¬ 
ice for children in the area. 

“Some of the notable scandals during his reign 
include the shocking Ofsted standard of Medway 
schools, the shocking Key Stage Two results, the 
scandal of the 2011 Medway Test and the scan¬ 
dal of Woodlands School,” he said. 

“Last year, the director of children’s services 
in Medway fell on her sword. There were calls for 
Les Wicks to resign in February/March of this 
year. Frankly, in my opinion, any responsible of¬ 
ficial head should have resigned at that point. 

“Instead, he chose to pour scorn on his critics. 

“The great mystery is how and why he was al¬ 
lowed to preside over this catalogue of disasters 
for so long.” 


Labour’s Vince Maple, who was one of the po¬ 
litical rivals calling for his resignation, said Cllr 
Wicks has paid the “ultimate price for a cata¬ 
logue of failures”. 

“We have repeatedly said that the parents, pu¬ 
pils, professionals and the wider community of 
Medway had no confidence in Cllr Wicks,” said 
Cllr Maple. “I hope we see positive change for the 
70,000 young people of Medway.” 

Some 800 parents and residents signed a peti¬ 
tion calling for Cllr Wicks to go. 

At the same meeting, new Mayor of Medway, 
Josie lies, took over the mayoral chains of office 
for the coming year from outgoing mayor 
Vaughan Hewett. 

The new mayor’s charities for 2013/14 will 
be Demelza Kent, Help the Heroes, Medway Age 
UK and Caring Hands in the Community.

Scally has a heart with

EVERY year, away from the glare of publicity, 
Gillingham Football Club chairman Paul Scally 
makes a very special, very personal, journey. 

He boards a plane, along with a number of 
surgeons from a top London children’s hospital, 
and together they fly to Sri Lanka. 

There the medical experts perform vital life¬ 
saving operations on children suffering from se¬ 
rious heart conditions. 

Mr Scally, one of the main fundraisers for the 
annual trip, offers help and support to the fami¬ 
lies who have to experience the highs and lows 
such essential surgery can bring. 

To many, it is a supportive shoulder during a 
time of great worry. For others, if surgery is too 
little, too late, it is comforting the bereaved. 

But the devastating loss of a child is something 
the football chief is only too aware of. 

In 2003, Mr Scally’s son, Elliot, died at just 16 
weeks after being born with a heart defect. 

It had a profound impact on the often bullish 
club chairman, who has since devoted much 
time to raising awareness and funds for the Elliot 
Scally Trust. It, in turn, donated funds to the 
likes of Demelza - £40,000 in 2011 - and is now 
affiliated with the Take Heart Mercy Mission 
which organise the trips to Sri Lanka. 

“My son died at Guy’s Hospital, which is where 
the cardiologist John Simpson was working,” Mr 
Scally explains. “He was the person who told me 
my son had a week to live.

“I struck up a very close friendship with him at 
the hospital. He told me about the charity some 
time later and asked if I could help. 

“The charity didn’t have a very strong identi¬ 
ty. When the former chairman died, I got togeth¬ 
er with the surgeons at the hospital and we 
agreed to carry it on.” 

The group includes Dr Simpson and Conal 
Austin, both renowned cardiologists at the Eveli¬ 
na Children’s Hospital - a purpose-built facility 
next to Guy’s. They jet out to Sri Lanka for 12 
days at a time, carrying out three to four opera¬ 
tions a day for ten days. They also involve local 
surgeons to pass on their knowledge. 

But such efforts don’t come cheap. All are 
funded by donations, with each visit costing 
more than £30,000. 

Explains Mr Scally: “We get the cheapest 
flights, cheapest hotels, so we watch our cost, 
but it is still about £1,500 per operation. All our 
staff are volunteers and take holidays from work 
to come on the trip.

“For people to have heart surgery in Sri Lanka 
is very expensive, so pretty much no one can af¬ 
ford it. It is very emotional, you see people who 
have absolutely nothing but the clothes they 
stand in.” 

Mr Scally’s last visit in September was the first 
time he has taken on the role of consol¬ 
ing the families of those who do not 
survive surgery. 

He explains: “To be able to go ~ 
down there and save lives is a 
huge buzz. It’s a very humbling 
experience and a great leveller 
for me. It’s such a deviation 
from my normal life in foot¬ 
ball and so many people 
want to help. 

“I try to work where 
I can, by organising 
and planning logistics, 
like the hotels, and get 
them clothes and 
equipment. 

“I do the aftercare 
as well with the fami¬ 
lies. By the very defi¬ 


nition of our work not every case is a success. 
There are normally two or three that aren’t suc¬ 
cessful. I deal with the families of the children 
who die. 

“It is not something I would have ever been 
involved in before. They are so gracious and 
humble and thankful that at least their child had 
a chance. I dare say had my son not died I 
wouldn’t know about this.” 

He is hoping to role out a healthy living initi¬ 
ative across schools in Kent starting in Septem- 
^ her, when he will also be going on another 
visit to Sri Lanka. 

“There is a real ignorance about 
how a heart works, how we can 
keep it fit and how we can dam¬ 
age it,” he said. “What we are go¬ 
ing to do is develop an education 
programme in Kent. We want 
someone to go into every school 
and deliver a message in a 
properly constructed pro¬ 
gramme.”

Fostering figures show huge 
east/west disparity in county

SOCIAL care chiefs are urging peo¬ 
ple living in the west of the county 
to open their doors to vulnerable 
children after it emerged east Kent 
has more than three times the 
number of foster carers. 

In figures which once again 
highlight the divide between what 
is seen as the affluent west and the 
poorer east, the number of regis¬ 
tered foster carers was shown to be 
significantly higher in the latter. 

While cabinet member for spe¬ 
cialist children’s services at Kent 
County Council, Jenny Whittle, said 
this number was higher because 
there was a greater need in the east, 
she stressed the authority needed 
to “up the ante” and increase 
numbers where there were short¬ 
ages in other parts of the county. 

“We do as much as we can 
where we need them most, but we 
need to get more KCC-registered 
foster carers in the west, north and 
south.” 

She said the council’s focus was 
recruiting in-house carers directly 
employed by KCC, rather than 
through independent agencies, 
which have higher overheads. 

And she stressed the council 
could offer a good support package 
and training. 

Commenting on the east/west 
divide, she explained: “Perhaps it 
is because areas like Tunbridge 
Wells are considered affluent so 
people assume there is less need. 

“However, families can break 
down for many reasons, wherever 
they come from, and this is when 
children really need our help. 

“We really need foster carers 
across the whole of Kent because if 


they are not available, children may 
be placed far from home, families 
and friends or in a children’s home 
instead of a family environment. ” 

Figures released by KCC to coin¬ 
cide with Foster Care Fortnight (May 
13-26) show the number of regis¬ 
tered foster carers in the west of the 
county is 103, in the north 122, 
south 185 and in the east 341. 

Cllr Whittle added: “Even though 
we are encouraging people in west 
and north Kent to come forward, 
we do not want people in the east 
and south to think they are not 
needed too. 

“People can leave fostering at 
any time, perhaps to retire or be¬ 
cause they adopt the children they 
are looking after, so more people 
are needed all the time.” 

Traditionally, the east suffers 
from more social issues than the 
west, such as a higher number of 
children in care, out-of-county 
children being relocated to coastal 
towns and more children under 
child protection plans. 

But KCC said it was essential to 
have foster carers across Kent to al¬ 
low children in care to stay closer 
to home, friends and family. 

Nationally, more children are 
entering care meaning more foster 
carers are needed. 

Charity the Fostering Network 
also warned that children are being 
moved too many times between 
foster families. 

Chief executive of the organisa¬ 
tion, Robert Tapsfield, said: “The 
challenge for fostering services is to 
find the right foster carers with the 
right skills in the right place for each 
child.

A LEADING horticultural seat of learning says 
the industry faces a crisis and is only kept afloat 
by an influx of migrant workers - primarily from 
eastern Europe. 

Hadlow College, which specialises in land 
management, lays the blame on schools and 
government for not routinely and persistently 
teaching and promoting the interests of horti¬ 
culture. 

Just days before the Royal Horiticultural Soci¬ 
ety’s annual showcase - the Chelsea Flower 
Show - gets under way, the college near Ton- 
bridge paints a worrying picture of an industry 
which has traditionally been one of the back¬ 
bones of the Garden of England’s economy. 

Hadlow spokeswoman Pat Crawford said: 
“The production horticulture industry relating 
to food is absolutely desperate for new entrants 
like graduates and skilled people. 

“We are not attracting sufficient young people 
and the reason for this is because the schools, 
parents and the young people themselves, are 
unaware of the career opportunities within this 
industry. 

“It is seen as an ‘also ran’ which it’s not.” 

Three years ago, Lantra, a land-based skills 
organisation, said around 60,000 new people 


were needed to allow the industry to flourish. 
Experts believe that the number remains the 
same today. 

Horitculture is worth £9 billion annually to 
the British economy, employing 300,000 people 
from crop growers and gardeners to scientists, 
tree surgeons and turf specialists. 

In a new report, the London School of Eco¬ 


nomics said farmers around the world have to 
produce more food in the next 50 years than 
they have in the last 10,000 combined. 

With a worker shortfall already significant, a 
critical food shortage is a possibility for future 
generations. 

Mrs Crawford was speaking after the RHS

released its Horticulture Matters report, which 
found that the industry is “at crisis point” largely 
thanks to the poor perception of its importance 
in schools. 

Commitment to bridging the green skills gap is 
not only necessary, the RHS said, it is urgent be¬ 
cause it is threatening Britain’s economy, envi¬ 
ronment and food security. 

It needs to be “embedded” in schools’ national 
curriculum to encourage young people to fur¬ 
ther study the subject in higher education and to 
consider it as a career, the organisation said. 

At East Mailing Research, staff study the sci¬ 
ence of horticulture. 

Chief executive Professor Peter Gregory told 
KoS: “Horticulture is now a high-tech industry, 
demanding a skilled workforce with access to a 
range of cutting-edge technologies. 

“Over the past 100 years, plant sciences have 
combined to generate a ten to 12-fold produc¬ 
tion increase of a crop such as apples. There is, 
however, a huge challenge ahead; we need to 
produce more food between 2000 and 2050, 
than we produced between 1500 and 2000 - 
but with little or no extra land available. 

“From a research perspective this challenge 
will need to attract the broadest research and 
technology skills; from chemistry and physics to 
maths and IT - food production needs it all. 

“There is a great wonder of horticulture, pro¬ 
ducing food for all and generating huge enjoy¬ 
ment in our garden and wider environment from 


those initial tiny seeds. That great wonder and 
the associated rewarding employment opportu¬ 
nities it presents, need conveying so that the per¬ 
ception of the industry can be steered towards a 
brighter future for everyone.” 

Hadlow’s Pat Crawford says the attitude to 
growing foods could not be more different be¬ 
tween the UK and eastern Europe - from where 
much of the county’s horticultural workers now 
emerge. 

She said: “The migrants often have degrees, 
many are very highly skilled, motivated, work ex¬ 
tremely hard and are career-driven. To some ex¬ 
tent they are keeping the industry going. This state 
of affairs can’t continue. It can only be reversed if 
somehow we can make young people aware of the 
exceptional opportunities the industry offers.” 

Minister of state for agriculture and food, Dav¬ 
id Heath, addressed the RHS about their report 
on Tuesday evening. 

A Defra spokesman said: “It’s really important 
the horticultural industry is able to attract the 
right people to the sector. Through our Future of 
Farming initiative we are working with the in¬ 
dustry to help more talented, entrepreneurial 
young people build careers across the agricul¬ 
ture sector, including horticulture.” 

The RHS added: “The minister’s talk was positive. 
He did recognise this is an important initiative.”

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Maritime heritage of 
a Land-Locked town

FIRST time visitors to Tenter- 
den must wonder why the 
town has the image of a ship on 
its crest and is recognised as 
one of the Cinque Ports. 

The Kent coast is not obvious 
anywhere on the horizon and 
the place has many other 
charms, such as a fine church, 
beautiful Wealden landscapes 
and a steam railway.

For centuries, prior to a se¬ 
ries of great storms during the 
14-1500s, the town was con¬ 
nected to the sea via the navi¬ 
gable River Rother, with its 
main port on the site of the 
present day village of Small- 
hythe. And that was how the 
town first became prosperous. 

In 1331, Edward III decided 
he no longer wanted wool to be 
exported as it was an important 
source of taxable revenue. 

Instead, he ordered that 
weavers and dyers from Flan¬ 
ders be brought to England to 
teach his subjects how to make 
their own garments. 

Sheep were plentiful across 
the Weald, so it was a ready 
made centre for the new trade. 

And unlike other settlements 
in the area, Tenterden had ac¬ 
cess to the sea via the wide river 
which ran through much of 
what is now Romney Marsh. 

So it became a centre for the 
trade, bringing prosperity and 
jobs which continued for the

next 300 years. The ancient 
Woolpack Inn in the town cen¬ 
tre stands as a memorial to 
those times of plenty. 

Another port, Reading Street, 
was also established and both 
initially shipped timber from 
the Wealden forest for ship 
construction elsewhere. 

Both ports then made use of 
wood from the forests of the 
Weald and ship-building be¬ 
came another major trade in 
the area - further increasing 
the town’s importance. 

Vessels of up to 400-tons 
were constructed - very large 
for the day and capable of car¬ 
rying 250 people - important 
when it came to waging cross- 
Channel war. 

Tenterden’s importance was 
recognised when the Cinque 
Port of Rye found itself unable 
to fulfil its obligations to supply 
its quota of ships and men for 
the Crown’s use and turned to 
the town for help. 

In 1449, Henry VI granted 
to Tenterden “its charter of in¬ 
corporation as a limb or mem¬ 


ber of Rye in the Confederation 
of the Cinque Ports”. 

This meant it had a large 
amount of autonomy, could be 
represented at royal corona¬ 
tions and be exempt from much 
national taxation. 

But the gradual silting up of 
the river meant its use by larger 
vessels was decreasing and to¬ 
gether with changes in how 
garments were produced, the 
wool trade slackened off. 

The formation of a standing 
Royal Navy meant the Cinque 
Ports’ usefulness was in decline 
as well. 

But Tenterden was - and re¬ 
mains - the pre-eminent town 
of the Weald, even though a 
prominent historian was a lit¬ 
tle disparaging. 

According to Edward Hasted 
in his 1798 work The History 
and Topographical Survey of 
the County of Kent Volume 
Seven: “The parish of Tenter¬ 
den lies too near the marshes to 
be either healthy or pleasant, 
excepting that part where the 
town is situated near the north¬ 
ern boundaries of it, on what 
may be called for this country, 
high ground; it is about five 
miles across each way.” 

But even after the wool trade 
and shipbuilding had all but 
ceased, the town had two other 
important contributions to 
maritime heritage to give. 

Both concerned the 12 th 
century Church of St Mildred. 
From its tower, a beacon 
warned of the approach of the 
Spanish Armada in 1588 and 
a couple of hundred years later 
Admiral Lord Nelson’s daugh¬ 
ter, Horatia, married the vicar.

Town left grasping at thin air 
as funding grounds airshow

THE much-anticipated Folkestone Airshow has 
been cancelled - dealing a huge blow to the local 
economy and disappointing thousands of avia¬ 
tion fans. 

The event was set to bring up to 100,000 peo¬ 
ple to the town in June and generate millions in 
revenue for businesses. 

But it was shot down after failing to secure fi¬ 
nancial support, despite “intense” last-gasp ef¬ 
forts to secure guaranteed pre-event funding. 

Due to roll-out over three days, with the likes 
of the Red Arrows and Battle of Britain aircraft 
such as Spitfires and Hurricanes set to roar 
overhead on the Saturday, June 8, the event, 
dubbed Fly Folkestone, was organised by Folke¬ 
stone Town Centre Management Ltd (FTCM). 

Airshow project manager, Yvonne Holder, 
said because the event was free most of the reve¬ 
nue needed to meet up-front costs depended on 
getting in money from sponsorships, donations 
and fund-raising activities. 

She said: “In the end, lack of financial support 
for the Fly Folkestone fund-raising campaign 
meant FTCM, a not-for-profit organisation, had 
to decide the funds available were not sufficient; 
time to seek new sources of income was too 
short; and the financial risks of proceeding with 
the event, therefore, were too great. 

“Also, as a consequence of the financial situa¬ 
tion, we ran into timetable difficulties in the 


preparation of an event management plan which 
would meet the requirements of the Shepway 
Advisory Group, a partnership of agencies con¬ 
cerned with public safety issues whose approval 
was necessary in order to obtain the Civil Avia¬ 
tion Authority licence for flying displays. 

“After much consultation, we agreed that we 
would not be able to meet the deadline to enable 
complete plans to be assessed. 

“The decision to call the show off was taken 
with immense regret. We know it will disappoint 
thousands of people. 

“A terrific amount of work has gone into the 
planning of the event programme and we would 
like to thank companies and organisations 
which have contributed, and also the many vol¬ 
unteers and members of the public who have 
given us fantastic support. 

“We have received a great many messages ex¬ 
pressing the hope that ways and means can be 
found to continue the Folkestone Airshow, and 
we are examining the suggestion that financial 
supporters be asked to carry forward their com¬ 
mitment so that an event with guaranteed up¬ 
front funding conditions can be staged - possi¬ 
bly, next year.” 

Chris Kirkham, manager of Discover Folke¬ 
stone, Hythe and Romney Marsh, added: “The 
cancellation of this high-profile crowd-puller is 
hugely disappointing, but the rest of Shepway’s 
summer-long line-up of festivals and events will 
ensure that visitors and residents enjoy plenty of 
great entertainment.”

Help your health service 

As missed GP appointments cost the NHS millions in wasted 
hours, Dr Bhaskar Bora urges patients to turn up or cancel 


THE NHS is continually being 
told to improve its performance 
and patients can work along¬ 
side health professionals to 
make that happen. 

The NHS is a unique organi¬ 
sation and just as the health 
service looks after us we, in 
turn, have to look after it. 

The organisation faces a 
number of challenges, includ¬ 
ing tackling a growing popula¬ 
tion that is living longer and 
beset by increasingly complex 
health needs. 

The decision to put GP-led 
clinical commissioning groups 
in charge of deciding how and 
where money is spent is a prac¬ 
tical one and, I believe, will 
allow us to deliver more effi¬ 
cient services with improved 
quality. 

I can, of course, only speak 
for my area but patients can 
help us achieve these outcomes 
in numerous ways. 

To begin with patients with 


minor ailments and who visit 
A&E need to ask themselves: 
‘Is this the most appropriate 
service for me to use at this 
time? Or do I know of all the al¬ 
ternative NHS services availa¬ 
ble to me?’ 

The cumulative cost of mis¬ 
using services like A&E runs 
into tens of millions of pounds 
every year. It is money we can 
ill afford to waste. 

A good example is missed GP 
and hospital appointments. 

At first glance, it is a matter 
of consideration to ring up and 
say you can’t make an appoint¬ 
ment so that another patient 
can be given that time slot, 
but the underlying cost is far 
greater. 

I have lost count of the 
number of times patients have 
not shown up for appointments 
and not bothered to ring and 
cancel. There really is no ex¬ 
cuse when appointments are so 
dear and so many other people 


are waiting for them. 

This practice denies other 
genuinely sick patients an ap¬ 
pointment, wastes the time of 
already hard-pressed doctors 
and nurses as well as contrib¬ 
uting to longer waiting times 
for appointments. 

It’s estimated that there are 
more than 15 million missed 
GP appointments every year in 
the UK. This equals 25 mi l li on 
lost hours a year. 

Something of greater person¬ 
al concern is the number of 
people putting off or not attend¬ 
ing ‘two week’ cancer wait ap¬ 
pointments. 

These fast-track appoint¬ 
ments are for patients who 
need urgent assessment and in¬ 
vestigation for suspected can¬ 
cers. These appointments are 
both crucial and expensive for 
the NHS. 

Ignorance is not bliss when it 
comes to early diagnosis of con¬ 
ditions like cancer.

In short, the quicker we 
know there is a problem, the 
better the chance of nipping it 
in the bud. 

Men with their stoical ap¬ 
proach to health are the worst 
sufferers. 

If your body is telling you 
something isn’t right then it 
isn’t right and it’s time to see 
your GP, if only for peace of 
mind. 

If your GP refers you to hos¬ 
pital for a second opinion then 
please take that seriously and 
do not defer the appointment 

If, for whatever reason, you 
can’t attend then you can help 
someone else by calling up the 
hospital to cancel. 

This will, at least, ensure that 
your appointment slot is avail¬ 
able to someone who may be in 
greater need.

YOU reported on May 5 that a 
new survey by Mark Reckless, 
MP for Rochester, shows 9 5 
per cent of the local population 
is against the idea of an 
estuary airport. 

I’ve no doubt it is, but 
Mr Reckless then suggested 
“helping Kent residents” by 
building a Crossrail spur line 
from Stratford to Stansted, at a 
cost of £3 billion. 

He has other suggestions, 
such as improving transport 
to Birmingham Airport(!), 
involving even greater sums 
of money. 

Yet nowhere does he 
mention the advantages of 
Manston Airport. 

In fact, for his constituents 
in Rochester, it is quicker by 
train to reach Manston than it 


is to reach either Gatwick or 
Heathrow. 

In addition, the campaign 
group Why Not Manston? has 
calculated it would cost a mere 
£15 million, not thousands of 
millions, to bring high-speed 
trains, which already stop at 
Ramsgate, into a new terminal 
at Manston. 

This would mean just an 
hour to reach Manston from 
Rochester, compared with 
nearly one and a half hours to 
reach any of the London 
airports. 

Mr Reckless’ latest article 
(May 12) spent the whole time 
rejecting an estuary airport - 
as we all do - but suggests no 
positive alternative. 

Instead, he merely remarks 
that “there are other far more 
realistic solutions for increas¬ 
ing airport capacity”. 

What are they? Does he 
really regard expenditure of 
thousands of millions of 


pounds to take Kentish 
residents up to Stansted as “far 
more realistic”? Or does he 
finally admit Manston is at 
least part of the solution? 

Now that KLM is offering 
daily flights from Manston to 
more than 130 destinations via 
Amsterdam, the advantages of 
Manston seem overwhelming, 
but Mr Reckless’ failure to 
mention this airport is very 
curious.

C ycling stars such as 
Sir Bradley Wiggins 
and Sir Chris Hoy have 
undoubtedly had a 
huge impact on the 
next generation of two¬ 
wheeled stars, with the Olympics and 
the Tour de France to aspire to, but 
what about those who prefer a leisurely 
pedal around our county’s lost lanes? 

One man who has taken that into 
consideration is journalist and broad¬ 
caster Jack Thurston, who has compiled 
what he considers the top relaxing 
cycle rides through the backwaters of 
Kent. 

Not simply a map, his book - Lost 
Lanes: Short Jaunts And Epic Excur-

sions By Bike In Southern England - 
brings to life the sights, sounds and 
watering holes along six routes through 
the countryside, taking in the joys of 
the Darent Valley, the hills of Sevenoaks 
and the Crab and Winkle Way between 
Whitstable and Canterbury. 

It is a passion that started out of a 
desire to get away from the football 
pitch at school and has ended, at least 
with this project, with a guide to 36 
rides throughout Kent, Sussex, Surrey, 
Hampshire and the Isle of Wight, the 
Thames Valley, Hertfordshire, Bedford¬ 
shire, Buckinghamshire, Essex, Suffolk 
and London. 

“I have always enjoyed cycling as a 
way of escaping from the city,” said the 
London-dweller. “I started a cycling 
club at school so I could get out of games 
and running around a football pitch. 

“A lot of people have been scared 
away from cycling because of the busy 
roads. The challenge of the book was to 
find routes that have all these amazing 
views, but routes that you can do. 

“It’s a great way to travel. In a car 
you’re closed off from everything and 
you can’t pay attention. If there’s a 
beautiful view, in a car it’s hard to stop. 
On a bike you get on and off. 

Thurston, 40, is something of an aut¬ 
hority on cycling, having put the world 
to rights on the subject in his slot on The 
Bike Show on south London radio sta¬ 
tion ResonanceFM since 2004. He also 
knows the top spots in Kent, having 
hiked into the county from his home in 
south London in decades gone by. 

“It’s such an amazing county - it has 
such variety that I could have put an¬ 
other six routes in the book. ” 

On writing the book, he said: “A pub¬ 
lisher approached me and said I should 
consider putting together a list of my 
favourite routes, so I did.

“I hope it informs and inspires people. 
It’s really nice to get lost in the country¬ 
side, not literally lost, but seeing amaz¬ 
ing places and spending time with 
friends or stopping for a pub lunch.” 

Having seen the mountain-bike boom 
of the 1980s, and the subsequent inter¬ 
est in road-bikes surge since the Olym¬ 
pics, the latest fad is MANIL, translated 
to mean man in lycra. 

“It’s probably the middle-aged man 
in lycra at the moment,” he said. “A lot 
of cycling clubs have had a big influx of 
older people, maybe people who did a 
bit of sports at school and have spread 
out in their 20s and think they’re a bit 
tubby and have joined a club after see¬ 
ing Bradley Wiggins. 


“I want to present cycle-touring as 
something anyone with a bike can do. 
You don’t have to have to be super-fit,

or have lots of gear, and you don’t have 
to go to exotic places. There are enough 
amazing places within easy reach of 
anywhere in the UK. 

“It’s a myth that the countryside of 


the South East has been covered in con¬ 
crete. There are thousands of miles of 
tranquil lanes and this makes it one of 
the very best places to ride a bike.” 

While there are a few potholes here 
and there, and the odd HGV to be wary 
of, the rides around the county are far 
safer than most would believe, unless 
you are next to a bed of nettles. 

“I fell into a bed of nettles once,” said 
Thurston. “That was because I was 
stopping to get a picture. I was straining 
for a better view and I put my foot on 
what I thought was a solid log to bal¬ 
ance and I fell over. ”

BLUES artist Katie Bradley faces an 
anxious wait until the end of August 
to find out if she has won a top indus¬ 
try award. 

The 35-year-old from Folkestone is 
on the final short-list for the British 
Blues Awards original song category 
with I Hear The Rain, which featured 
on her debut blues album She’s Ready, 
released last year.

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Dining experience is pearl in 
the shell of bustling harbour 


ESPITE its high-profile setting, it is 
sometimes easy to overlook the 
Crab & Winkle restaurant. 

Perched above the ever-bustling 
fish market and just yards from the 
cold waters of the North Sea that 
lap gently at the steep walls of the working har¬ 
bour, failure to cast your eyes up as you stroll 
along means you could easily overlook it. 

Yet it offers perhaps the finest views of any 
eatery in Whitstable, and as the sun sets, casting 
long, golden shadows on a bright spring evening, 
there are few more glorious vistas as you peer 
out across the array of colourful little fishing 
boats and to the sea beyond. 

Over the years it has changed hands a number 
of times, all of which have been reflected in the 
quality of the food and the all-important value 
for money. Sometimes it has hit the heights; 
other times it can leave you feeling thoroughly 
disappointed. 

The good news, however, is that it is currently 
enjoying a positive period - essential, given its 
prime position and ahead of what will no doubt 
be another busy summer season. 

Its menu is, as you would imagine, inspired by 
the fresh fish its chefs can access just yards from 
its kitchens. Authenticity here is not an issue. 
And with an ever-changing daily specials board,

it takes advantage of being able to capitalise on 
the catch of the day. 

Its decor is modern, its waitresses attentive 
and friendly. 

In short, if the food is good, then this is a seri¬ 
ous contender in a town positively awash right 
now with high-quality restaurants. 

Certainly, the starters suggest all is going to be 
well here. I opted for the pan-seared scallops on a 
bed of spinach with chorizo and black pudding. 
The soft, subtle taste of the shellfish was remark¬ 
ably well complemented by the spicy zing of 


the chorizo and low power of the black pudding. 

It seemed rude not to avail myself of the fish- 
market platter as a main course. There are pre¬ 
cious few significantly different dishes being 
served up today, so the option of such a smorgas¬ 
bord of freshly-harvested shellfish was simply 
too much for me to resist. 

It was certainly not for the faint-hearted. 
There were whelks and winkles, cockles and roll- 
mops, deep-fried battered oysters, a hunk of 
salmon, dressed crab, two fresh oysters and 
more. Looking out over the sea and boats, it was 
a dish you struggled to argue with. Or indeed 
complete. Granted, the whelks (served in their 
shells) were not perhaps as sublime as some, but 
they are temperamental beasts at the best of times. 

My partner opted for mussels and chips - a 
classic but one that needs careful handling. The 
meat was plump and moist and just how it 
should be served. 

By the time we’d treated ourselves to dessert 
(profiteroles - nice to look at but a little tasteless, 
ditto the ‘chocolate box’) and wine, the final bill 
was just over £80. The experience? Excellent.

College chief: We must 
all boost student care 


AS EDUCATIONAL chiefs prepare to up their 
game ahead of a major push to win students in 
the light of new regulations which insist young¬ 
sters remain in full-time learning until they are 
18, the principal of one college has called for a 
more unified response to getting the next gener¬ 
ation ready for work. 

Phil Frier, principal of K College, the single 
biggest provider of further education in the 
county, has called for universities, colleges and 
employers to work together to ensure grad¬ 
uates are fit for purpose and packing 
the type of skills needed to get good 
jobs when they emerge into the 
real world. 

Taking the opportunity to 
stake his college’s claim to 
being the platform to be¬ 
come best prepared for em¬ 
ployment - and dubbing it 
“the college for jobs” - he 
says he “understands the 
frustrations many have 
about the disparity between 
what new graduates want and 
what employers want”. 

He explained: “Many employers try to 
find the right new graduate once, and if they 
don’t succeed with the perfect fit, they give up. 

“None of us were perfect for our jobs when we 
first started out. 

“We do need to emulate countries like Germa¬ 
ny though and look at their success, specifically 
with apprenticeships. 

“Employers need to set aside time to set up 
training courses and programmes and this does 
require a cultural change in the UK.” 

Mr Frier appealed to employers to remember 


what they themselves were like when they start¬ 
ed their own working lives. 

He explained: “Most of us learned certain 
things in education and then you learned on the 
job. We grew up and learned more than we ever 
did in school, college or university. ” 

Many employers complain it is the so-called 
‘soft skills’ that many new graduates lack, like 
how to behave in meetings. 

Universities said they were noticing that new 
graduates were asking far more of them - 
particularly how many of their past 
students had found jobs after¬ 
wards. 

With students now paying a 
high price for their university 
education, it is apparent ed¬ 
ucational establishments 
are being called on to deliv¬ 
er genuine value for mon¬ 
ey. 

Mr Frier’s comments come 
after an increasing number of 
business leaders expressed 
concerns that youngsters were 
not entering the world of work 
with the necessary skills needed - 
which, given the economic situation, is prov¬ 
ing more and more of a concern. 

K College, which has its headquarters in Ton- 
bridge, has major changes on the horizon after it 
found itself facing huge financial problems last 
year. 

Blamed on debts it inherited at the point of its 
creation - through the merger of South and 
West Kent colleges - it now seems destined to be 
broken up again by the start of the academic 
year in September 2014. 



Core subjects boost for college starters 


MIDKENT College has unveiled 
an innovative service to boost 
English and maths skills - its 
bid to secure a lucrative share 
of the evolving student 
marketplace. 

It effectively means GCSE 
students who miss out on 
achieving at least a grade C in 
English and maths will be 
given a second chance to top 
up their grades. 

From this September all 16- 
19-year-olds who enrol on a 


course at the college will carry 
on studying the two core 
subjects. 

It means some students will 
retake their GCSEs while 
others will take ‘functional 
skills' lessons aimed at 
improving practical skills in 
English and maths. 

The requirement forms part 
of the Government's new study 
programme, which is linked to 
a raising of the participation 
age for education and training 


to 17 this year and 18 by 2015. 
Students can stay at school or 
continue learning at a college.

AN ENTREPRENEUR from the county got to 
put the problems faced by small businesses di¬ 
rectly to the Prime Minister David Cameron and 
business secretary Vince Cable recently. 

Alex Probyn, from Shoreham, near Seven- 
oaks, runs Blends for Friends - a speciality tea 
business - and was part of a delegation invited to 
10 Downing Street. 

It provided real-life evidence of challenges 
facing British firms trading internationally. 

He was representing the county at the meet¬ 
ing, which also included UK Trade and Invest¬ 
ment director Nick Baird and the director general 
of the British Chambers of Commerce, John 
Long worth. 

“There were 13 representatives from SMEs 
and we were each allowed to put forward one 
gem of information,” said Mr Probyn, whose 
business is based on a farm. 

“As one of the smaller businesses there, mine 
was at real grass-roots level. 

“I don’t have the resources to dedicate some¬ 
one wholly to export issues, instead I rely on bod¬ 


ies such as UKTI and the Kent Invicta Chamber 
of Commerce. 

“The chamber is great, but there is only so 
much it can do. What I would like to see is a one- 
stop shop for everything connected with exports. 

“As a food company we are subject to more 
bureaucracy than most looking to foreign mar¬ 
kets. We do business with a hotel chain which 
has properties in various countries, including 
China - a growing market. But we actually make 
a loss on our dealings there because of the time 
spent on paperwork.” 

Mr Probyn said he wanted “greater synergy” 
between export bodies in order to simplify the 
process of trade across the globe. 

“I was impressed at Mr Cameron’s response,” 
he said. “He was supportive, truly listened and 
understood what I was saying.” 

Mr Probyn also enjoyed visiting Number 10. 

“It’s like a Tardis - much bigger inside than it 
looks like from the front door,” he said. 

“Before the meeting we found ourselves stand¬ 
ing in front of the portraits of all the former prime 
ministers. 

“I looked at the portrait behind me and saw I 
was face-to-face with Earl Grey, which I thought

was rather fitting given my occupation. “ 

Jo James, chief executive of the Kent Invicta 
Chamber of Commerce, said: “With the delivery 
of economic growth and job creation becoming a 
more pressing issue nationally, it is encouraging 
to see the Government engage with businesses 
across the UK for viable, tangible solutions. 

“We recognise that developing overseas trade 
can often lead to significant business growth, 
which is why we provide our members with as¬ 
sistance in building such vital links with busi¬ 
nesses across the globe.

WHEN it comes to giving charity 
money, shop-floor workers want 
to feel an affinity with the receiver, 
while those higher up want it to look 
good within their own company, 
according to a new academic paper. 

Dr Beth Breeze, director of the 
University of Kent's centre for 
philanthropy, highlights a distinct 
difference in perspectives on 
corporate philanthropy between 
those at the bottom and the top of 
company hierarchy. 

She visited 10 Canterbury 
workplaces and discovered board 
and senior managers emphasise 
the business case for corporate 
philanthropy, which includes 
reputational benefits and strategic 
alignments with suitable charities. 

Conversely, shop-floor staff 
prioritise charitable causes 
with which they have a personal 
connection, in order to provide 
enjoyable fundraising experiences 
that break the monotony of the 
working day. 


In her paper, Corporate Philan¬ 
thropy on the Shop Floor: What 
Drives Employee Fundraising?, 

Dr Breeze presents findings from 
research carried out using 
observation and interviews. 

It was undertaken for the Centre 
for Charitable Giving and Philan¬ 
thropy, a consortium of universities 


funded by the Economic and Social 
Research Council. 

She said: "The way people on the 
shop floor, by which we mean staff 
at the lower end of the pay scale, 
view corporate philanthropy and 
fundraising in the workplace is 
quite different from the way their 
managers and directors view it. 


"People on the shop floor want 
to support causes they personally 
care about and to lift their spirits - 
especially if it involves doing 
something fun. 

"Managers, on the other hand, seek 
brand building, reputational benefit 
and staff development opportunity 
from corporate philanthropy." 

The idea of ‘fun’ was dominant in 
all the workplaces' discussions 
that were observed, said Dr Breeze. 

She added: "We found the historic 
model of ‘chairman's choice', 
which prioritised the philanthropic 
preferences of business owners 
and leaders, has already evolved 
into a dual agenda model, where 
philanthropy strives to deliver both 
business and social benefits. 

"But our research highlighted 
that we are moving towards a third 
model, in which corporate philan¬ 
thropy meets the diverse needs not 
just of charities and business 
leaders, but also the needs of their 
shop-floor staff."

AMERICAN brand Chevrolet claims to have 
invented the sports utility vehicle (SUV) in 1935 
by launching the Carryall Suburban. 

And the Suburban, more familiar to US 
customers than here, is now the longest- 
running vehicle nameplate in the world. 

But the General Motors (GM) brand has now 
launched the youngest, shortest and probably 
most appropriate SUV name in the world - Trax. 

It also happens to be one of the most compact 
SUVs on the market and, while most will sell in 
more economical front-wheel-drive format, 
there are 4x4 versions, too. 

But the big selling point, as ever with Chevy, 
is keen pricing from £15,495 and the brand’s 
five-year/100,000-mile warranty, which puts 
the mockers on Vauxhall’s closely-related 
Mokka, priced from £18,000. 

It also reprises the marketing clanger when 
Chevy and Vauxhall went head-to-head with 
the seven-seat Captiva SUV and the more 
expensive five-seat Antara respectively - no 
prizes for guessing the winner. 

Both GM cars are also up against an 
established if slightly smaller star at this level, 
the Nissan Juke (from £12,995). 

Somebody is buying cars like these, though. 
Chevy says compact SUV sector sales rose from 
130,214 cars in 2008 to some 264,000 last 
year. They tend to attract image-conscious 
townies who enjoy active lifestyles or like to 
give the impression that they do but are also 
looking for economy and practicality. 

The Trax certainly has the eye-catching looks 
and image they crave, and within a compact 
on-road footprint 4.2 metres long, 1.7m wide 
and 1.6m high. This still allows a roomy cabin 
plus a maximum 1,370-litre cargo area, with 
even more stowage beneath the boot floor. 

Device connectivity is another big plus, with 
USB and AUX inputs as standard and, on 
upmarket models, Chevy’s MyLink facility 
linking to phone books, personal playlists, photo 
galleries and other stored media on personal 
phones and MP3-players. 

Three engines are offered: a turbocharged 
140bhp 1.4-litre petrol unit, normally-aspirated 
115bhp 1.6-litre petrol, plus a 130bhp 1.7-litre 
turbodiesel engine - all manual versions come 
with Stop/Start, saving fuel and emissions in 
busy traffic. The front-wheel-drive turbodiesel 
(from £18,945) is the economy star, with a 
potential 62.7mpg on the combined cycle, but 
commands a £1,450 premium over 1.6 petrol 
equivalents, prompting the usual caution to 
buyers: make sure you expect to accrue the 
miles and consequent fuel savings to cover the 
higher up-front price of the car. 

If you need a 4x4 version, though, it is a 
choice between the 1.4 Turbo (£19,795) and 
the diesel (£20,495), with the decision made all 
the harder by the former’s 44.1mpg (combined) 
and 0-62mph in 9.8 seconds versus the diesel’s 
57.6mpg and 10.5 seconds respectively.

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Pace, grace and extra space

JAGUAR doesn’t normally ‘do’ estate cars. 

In fact, the British sporting marque never 
produced an official estate car until 2004, when 
it added a tailgate to the now-defunct X-Type 
to produce a far better-looking car than the 
squished-up saloon version. 

But a body style that used to target ‘twades- 
people’ and other ‘wiff-waff is now considered 
upmarket, thanks to German and Swedish pre¬ 
mium brands. So it was inevitable that Jaguar 
would follow the huge success of the stunning, 
multiple-award-wining XF saloon by creating 
an estate variant. 

Significantly, like German rivals, Jag has also 
given it a lifestyle label rather than simply call¬ 
ing it an estate; ‘Sportbrake’ neatly sums up Jag’s 
sporting heritage while doffing its cap to ‘shoot¬ 
ing brake’, a country-set term for a vehicle that 
moves shooting parties around. 

The result is a clever reworking of the XF’s 
four-door coupe profile to create a capacious yet 
elegant estate with an apparently steeply-raked 
back end, though this is more a visual trick 
created by the swooping rear side-window. 

It is keenly priced (from £31,945) against its 
Teutonic equivalents, the Audi A6 Avant, BMW 
5-Series Touring and Mercedes-Benz E-Class 
estate, not to mention Merc’s CLS Shooting 
Brake (from £49,385) - an elegant estate creat¬ 
ed from its four-door CLS Coupe. 

Not that Jaguar’s ambitions for the Sportbrake 
appear to extend far for the moment; there are 
no out and out sporting versions yet, though the 
flagship 272bhp 3.0 V6 turbodiesel tested here 
hits 62mph in 6.6 seconds. 

Indeed, with the other two engine options 
being 160bhp and 197bhp versions of a 2.2-litre 
four-cylinder diesel, it seems Jaguar’s key target 
for now is company-car-drivers and private buy¬ 
ers who want a bit of the huntin’, shootin’ and 
fishin’ image but practicality and economy, too.

They will certainly get all that with the Sport¬ 
brake: the 550-litre boot and 1,675-litre full¬ 
load capacity with rear seats down is compara¬ 
ble to German rivals except for the E-Class, which 
trounces them all for ultimate crammability by 
offering 1,950 litres. 

Whether any can match the Jag for style in¬ 
side and out, though, is highly debatable. The XF 
interior is a personal favourite, highlighted by 
two pieces of theatre when you press the start 
button: the sigh as the alloy covers for the vents 
swivel upwards and the automatic gearbox 
selector’s majestic rise from the centre console. 

The quality of the fixtures and fittings is also 
the best in the sector, with the big comfortable 
leather seats on the test car a potential deal- 
clincher for any Jag salesman who gets a cus¬ 
tomer behind the wheel. 

And while I wouldn’t say the dashboard is 
completely intuitive, it is neat and classy. 


On the road, the Sportbrake has all the elan of 
its saloon sister, though you are aware that there 
is a little more weight and bulk in play. 

The rear-wheel-drive set-up ensures decent 
balance with a predictable tendency to dig the 
nose in and run a little wide on fast corners. 

Typically, though, Jaguar has also married 
the car’s desirable handling to a smooth ride, 
which, coupled with the refined power of our 
car’s flagship V6 engine, makes this a highly 
desirable load-lugger. 

The eight-speed gearbox changes automati¬ 
cally with great smoothness, but the car can also 
be driven more aggressively using manual selec¬ 
tion paddles on the steering wheel. 

You’ll pay two grand more for a Sportbrake 
than an equivalent XF saloon, which starts at 
£29,945, but it’s a price worth paying for pace, 
grace and extra space - if I may corrupt an old 
Jaguar marketing slogan.

Making the best of going green 


ELECTRIC or maybe hydrogen-powered cars 
might be motoring’s future, but the practicality 
and infrastructure for either still seem a long 
way off. 

Which leaves us making the best of what we’ve 
got now - the internal combustion engine. 

And it really has come a long way fast 
since global warming was identified: power 
and economy have both soared, while C02 
emissions have come down - it makes you won¬ 


der why car-makers didn’t do all of this before!

Petrol launches fightback against diesel 


DIESEL has been the wonder fuel of the past decade or 
so. Once associated only with trucks and taxis, it can 
now be found in luxury cars and even sports models. 

New diesel cars have also overtaken petrol as the 
first choice with UK buyers, but there are signs that 
it is running out of puff in the race to cut emissions 
and save money. Its original appeal was the cheap¬ 
ness of the fuel, greater mpg and the better low- 
down pulling power of the engines, plus the ability 
to meet tightening emissions legislation. 

However, diesel prices are increasing against 
petrol and there are doubts that the engines can 
continue to meet ever-tougher emission laws. 

Petrol power has hit back with smaller, lighter 
and cleaner engines, with turbocharging for extra 
flexibility. And petrol makes great sense on small 
cars, anyway, because the engines are usually 
much lighter than diesel equivalents, making them 
nimbler and nicer to drive as well as easier on front- 
end mechanicals and tyres. 

As you go up the scale in size, though, it could be 
better to go diesel, though a new-generation light¬ 
weight turbocharged petrol engine might be just as 
effective. 

The key is to tot up your likely mileage over the 
years you own the car - diesel may be more econom¬ 
ical, but price at the pumps and the extra cost of buy¬ 
ing the new vehicle might make petrol a better bet. 

Or you could hedge those bets with a hybrid. The 
technology partners conventional engines with 
electric units. They are economical, green and road- 
tax-friendly and the latest versions run in emission- 
free EV (electric vehicle) mode for short distances 
such as the school drop-off or a local shopping trip.

EVEN the best of and most miserly of new cars 
cannot deliver the best savings unless it gets help 
from the owner and driver. 

You can slash pounds off your motoring bills 
by smarter driving and journey planning. 

Avoid short journeys: a cold engine wastes 
fuel and can produce 60 per cent more pollution 
than a warm one and short trips incur extra 
servicing and wear the engine faster. 

If you must drive, then drive off immediately 
rather than idling the engine. It will warm up 
faster, use less fuel and pump out less C02. 

In winter, this also helps the car-heater warm 
faster, although windscreens must be fully de¬ 
frosted before setting off. 

Other moneysavers are: 

■ Plan your route to save strain on car and 
driver. Take the most direct route - a sat-nav 
can help - and go off-peak if possible. If you 
commute, think about car-sharing, park-and- 
ride bus schemes or other public transport. 

■ Have your vehicle serviced regularly. Neglect¬ 
ed engines reduce fuel economy by 10 per cent 
or more. Catalytic converters clean emissions 
but only when properly maintained. 

■ Check tyres: under-inflated tyres need replac¬ 


ing more often (itself an environmental prob¬ 
lem), are dangerous and waste fuel. Check 
pressures weekly. 

■ Obey speed limits to save money and stay 
legal. ‘Feather’ the throttle as you reach 
cruising speed; 55mph uses 25 per cent less 
fuel than 70mph and a smoother driving 
style saves fuel. 

■ Accelerate briskly without racing the engine. 
Pulling away too fast uses up to 60 per cent more 
fuel. Intelligent gear-changes at modest engine 
speeds can save up to 15 per cent in fuel. 

■ Reduce drag: remove roof-racks and carriers 
when not in use. Open windows cause drag 
and lower fuel economy. Remove unneces¬ 
sary and heavy boot luggage and accessories 
and wide tyres that add rolling resistance. 
Air-conditioning costs fuel, so try to use the 
fan and vents unassisted. 

■ Think ahead. There is no point rushing and 
then having to brake suddenly. 

■ Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank to the brim 
and carry more weight than is necessary? 

■ Avoid zero mpg. Turn off the engine after two 
minutes to save fuel and emissions if stuck in 
a jam.

Tredders keen to carry 
on aggressive streak 


JAMES Tredwell is eyeing a more attacking 
approach to his batting, having seen Kent 
Spitfires to their third victory in four Yorkshire

Kuwaiti cash could 
be on its way to the 
north of the county... 

Greg Miles talks to 
the investors involved 

AFTER months of turmoil the serious business of 
breathing new life into Ebbsfleet United appears 
to be on the horizon. 

The side have struggled with cash-flow prob¬ 
lems in a season that ended in relegation from 
the Blue Square Premier, with players and staff 
not being paid and the risk of a winding-up order 
from Her Majesty’s Revenue and Customs. 

There was also the interest from Canary 
Islands businessman Carlos Kabir Karani, who 
had courted the club for the last month without 
confirming a proposal that had included the idea 
of bringing in top young players from across 
Europe. 

But in the meantime, and almost undetected 
while focus was switched to fund-raising efforts 
to stave off the tax man, a Kuwaiti investment 
group emerged. 

Within a matter of days of going public with its 
deal, the group is now undergoing due diligence 
at Stonebridge Road as it presses ahead with its 
takeover plans. 

Led by former Charlton chief executive Peter 
Varney, investment group KEH Sports Ltd (KSL) 
is looking to take control from web-based 
internet group MyFootballClub.co.uk, whose 
members voted last weekend to pursue interest 
in a deal with Varney and co, with 96 per cent in 
favour. 

Talk has already started of planning permis¬ 
sion being sought to redevelop Stonebridge 
Road, with an additional stand in the pipeline, 
funding for which has been promised by KSL 
should a deal go through. 

The money man behind that group, Dr Ab¬ 
dulla A1 Humaidi, chief executive of Kuwaiti 
European Holdings Company, of which KSL is a 
subsidiary, has spoken of his desire to take the 
Fleet into the Football League. 

He is not the first from his country to pour 
money into the English game, with compatriot 
Fawaz A1 Hasawi owning Nottingham Forest. 

“I love football,” said Dr A1 Humaidi. “I want 


to help Ebbsfleet become a league team and 
reach League Two, or League One, or even the 
Championship. 

“I think a club of similar stature should be 
playing in the league and hopefully with our 
backing and leadership and Peter Varney the 
team can be very successful. 

“Peter has experience of 30 years - he will 
lead the football club. 

“It’s very exciting. I’m hoping to come in the 
next couple of weeks and visit the stadium. I’m 
very excited about the support and backing we 
can bring to the club. 

“I have no experience of sports - that’s why 
Peter is heading the entire thing. 

“As a company we brought in Peter because of 
his vast experience during his time at Charlton. 
We think that he’s more than capable at Ebbs¬ 
fleet.” 

The exact details of the deal, shown right, 


were revealed last Friday before MyFC members 
voted over the weekend, 

Dr A1 Humaidi said: “It’s a passion for myself. I 
don’t expect a return from the investment - it’s 
just a passion. I will go to any matches if all goes 
well.” 

KEH had held talks for six months with Blue 
Square South side Eastbourne Borough about 
taking over, but that hit the rocks at the end of 
April. 

It was also looking to back a £350 million 
water-park project in Newhaven, East Sussex, 
but the plug was pulled recently as it was thought 
not to be financially viable. 

It owns a hotel and office block in Eastbourne, 
where a relation of Dr A1 Humaidi had spent 
time in the 1960s learning English. 

The company deals mainly with leisure, medi¬ 
cal and real-estate investment opportunities 
around Asia the Middle East and England.
